1. Reference is made to previous oorrespondenoe concerning Johannes 
STREUBIHG alias STAHLilAHK who is employed by the Bundesaat fuer Vsrfaseunge- 
schutx as a "freier Witarbeiter" (unofficial employee) and who is working 
in the operational CE Section, "Referat ll/C", of Department II of the BfV. 

2. Hy memo of 7 Dec 1954 » file Bv-55-2727, Subji BfV Personnel, reported 
that STREUBIBG was one of those BfV employees being considered by Federal 
Defense Military personnel for employaent with the future Gsraan Military 
Counter Intelligence Service, the "MUitasrisoher Abvehrdienat* or MAD* In 
conversation with STRESSING on 2J »ov 1955 I learned fron hin that he does 
not Intend to transfer fron the BfV to the eaployaent of MAD. In response 

to ay query as to the reliability of ruaors that he would transfer to MAD, 

3 THE OB IB G said that he wae not considering it, that he was too old. Bo 
explained his remark by stating that ha was fifty years of age, that for 
this reason and for the reason that he has had no actual commissioned military 
experience he is Ineligible for coaaission in the military service in the grad< 
of Major to whieh his general experience would entitle him. 

5. STREOBIHO said that he planned to continue with the fiff and hoped 
that the BfV would be able to normalise his eaployaent relationship in tho 
future, i.e. , provide for his offiolal eaployaent as a regular civil servant. 
As previously reported, 8TEEGBING, a former member of the Gestapo, has been 
unofficially eaployed by the BfV in the status of a "frsisr Mi t arts i tar* over 
■lnos hs commenced work for that agency in 19 5G. The reason for his un- 
official standing is, of oourse, that hs would never have boon approved by 
ths Allies, sa long as they had the right of approval of BfV employees, for 
eaployaent with ths agenoy bsoauae of his former Gestapo connection. Bines 
sovereignty the BfV has not pressed for his offiolal establishnent for ths 
ssae reason. 
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
